NEW YORK, July 29.—Respon-

WASHINGTON, July 29.-—After 
brief debate the Senate today adopt- 
ed a resolution by Senator Poin- 
dexter, Republican, of Washington, 
authorizing the Federal Trade Com- 
mission to investigate recent in- 
ereases in the market price of fuel 
oil in the United States and especial.

Action by the Senate was taken 
after Senator Phelan, Democrat, of}

vast oil interests in California and 
that Great Britain was endeavoring 
to corner world oil industry. 

He declared that unless steps were 
taken to encourage American oil 
operations abroad the world’s sup- 
ply will be in the hands of British 
nationals within a few years.
